Then they would pick up 
the discarded clothing and weapons one by one and beat them with 
either sticks or switches in the direction in which the wind was 
blowing. Subsequently they would wipe off with water, grass, or 
ootton waste the exposed parts of the body and the outside of their 
weapons. Finally, they would take off their gas masks and wipe them 
off in the same manner. Then they would get dressed again. The 
platoon leader explained that under actual battle conditions, an un-
